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Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
I have  the  honour  to  present  the  usual  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  your  District  for  1910. 

The  various  sections  are  arranged  in  the  same  order  as  in 
previous  Reports.  This  plan  has  been  adhered  to  in  order  to 
facilitate  reference  by  yourselves  and  other  Authorities,  amongst 
the  latter  being  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  Home  Office, 
and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  all  of  whom  it  is 
obligatory  to  send  copies  of  this  Report. 

In  the  following  pages  the  usual  statistical  tables  will  be 
found,  together  with  the  number  and  causes  of  the  deaths  registered, 
the  number  of  births,  and  an  account  of  the  infectious  diseases 
notified,  and  the  means  taken  to  prevent  their  spread. 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal,  the  water  supply,  and  any 
other  matters  of  interest  from  a sanitary  point  of  view  which  have 
come  before  you,  will  also  be  dealt  with. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  render  the  statistical  tables  as 
accurate  as  possible  ; they  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report, 
together  with  an  account  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.

1910,  as  well  as  for  the  previous  ten  years,  with 
averages  of  the  same.

I.  GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF 
THE  DISTRICT. 


For  the  purpose  of  this  Report,  the  population  of  Budleigh 
Salterton  is  assumed  to  be  2,210.  The  Census  of  1901  showed 
that  there  were  1,883  inhabitants. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  23,  ii  males  and 
12  females,  producing  a death-rate  per  1,000  of  10*4,  as  compared 
with  13-6  in  1909,  and  an  average  of  15-4  for  the  preceding  ten 
years.  This  is  the  lowest  death-rate  for  over  ten  years,  and  points 
to  a very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.

The  Zymotic  Death-Rate. — The  “ Seven  Principal  Zymotic 
Diseases  ” are  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Fever  (Typhus  and  Typhoid)  and  Diarrhoea.  The  presence 
of  any  of  these  diseases  in  a District  is  generally  looked  upon  as 
due  to  defective  sanitation,  and  perhaps  to  the  absence  of  stringent 
precautionary  methods  being  taken  at  the  outset  of  their  invasion. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  I am  pleased  to  record  the  fact  that  no  deaths 
were  attributable  to  any  of  these  diseases,  and  this  immunity 
constitutes,  amongst  other  things,  an  excellent  advertisement 
for  the  healthiness  of  Budleigh  Salterton. 

Infant  Mortality. — This  term  is  employed  to  denote  the 
number  of  children  dying  under  the  age  of  twelve  months,  and 
for  the  sake  of  uniformity  it  is  estimated  at  per  i,ooo  births.  Only 
one  child  died  last  year,  aged  one  month,  and  the  cause  of  death 
was  certified  to  be  “ Convulsions.”  The  infant  mortality,  there- 
fore, works  out  at  88 ‘4  per  i,ooo  births. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  infant  mortality  are  improper  feeding, 
defective  sanitation,  parental  neglect,  and  epidemics  of  Scarlatina, 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  &c.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
none  of  these  causes  were  operative  in  your  District. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  was  25,  13  males 
and  12  females,  producing  a birth-rate  of  ii‘3  per  1,000.  This  is 
a very  low  birth-rate,  in  fact  the  lowest  for  ten  years  in  this 
District,  the  average  for  the  last  nine  years  being  14  *8.  The 
birth-rate  has  been  steadily  declining  in  this  country  for  some 
years,  but  in  a place  like  Budleigh  Salterton,  where  there  is  a 
preponderance  of  elderly  people,  a low  rate  is  to  be  expected.

It  is  satisfactory  to  see  that  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Cancer 
last  year.  There  is,  however,  an  increase  in  the  mortality  caused 
by  Diabetes  and  Heart  Disease.  The  “ Cerebral  ” cases  are  less 
than  one-half  those  of  last  year,  and  the  Zymotic  death-rate  is 
nil.  Nor  were  there  any  deaths  from  the  Notifiable  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  with  the  exception  of  1908,  when  one  death  was 
reported  (a  case  of  Diphtheria),  no  fatality  from  this  group  of 
diseases  has  occurred  for  six  years.  This  is  an  excellent  record, 
especially  for  a health  resort  like  Budleigh  Salterton,  which  depends 
for  its  prosperity,  in  great  measure,  upon  its  clean  bill  of  health. 

II.  AREA  AND  DENSITY  OF  POPULATION. 

The  total  area  of  the  District  is  840  acres,  and  the  number 
of  persons  per  acre  2 ‘6,  The  approximate  number  of  inhabited 
houses  is  553,  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  4'o.

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There  have  been  no  complaints  about  either  the  quality  or 
quantity  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  District  during  the  year, 
and  the  following  extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Public  Analyst 
prove  that  your  water  supply  is  beyond  reproach.  Referring  to 
the  Kershrook  supply  he  says  : “ This  water  continues  to  show 
great  uniformity  in  character  and  quality.  Apart  from  the  degree 
of  hardness  which  is  due  to  the  great  depth  from  which  the  spring 
rises,  it  possesses  no  unfavourable  property.  It  includes  no  surface 
water,  and  is  free  from  organic  contamination  of  any  kind.  The 
excellent  purity  formerly  described  continues  unaltered.” 

He  remarks  about  the  Sherhrook  supply  ; ‘'In  this  sample 
also  a very  high  standard  of  purity  is  maintained.  It  is  not 
contaminated  by  products  of  organic  decay  or  pollutive  matter 
of  any  kind,  and  is  moreover  free  from  the  natural  impurities  of 
subsoil  and  surface  waters.  Its  extreme  softness  continues 
unaltered,  and  the  purity  is  satisfactory  in  all  respects.” 

During  the  year  the  filter  beds  have  been  emptied  and 
thoroughly  cleaned,  and  Kersbrook  Mill  Pond  has  been  cleared 
of  weeds,  brambles  and  bushes.  The  internal  and  external  walls 
of  Kersbrook  Well  have  been  covered  with  cement  rendering. 

The  water  main  has  been  carried  to  Greenaway  Lane,  and 
from  there  through  Station  Road  to  Cricket  Field  Lane.  Eight 
main  valves,  which  were  found  to  be  defective,  have  been  replaced 
by  new  ones.  By  the  periodical  inspection  of  taps,  pipes,  &c., 
accidental  or  wilful  waste  has  been  as  far  as  possible  prevented. 

IV.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Very  little  need  be  said  under  this  heading.  Fortunately 
there  were  no  cases  of  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria  or  Typhoid  Fever 
notified  during  the  year,  and,  as  a matter  of  fact,  only  three  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  were  brought  to  my  notice,  viz.,  a mild  case 
of  Erysipelas  and  two  cases  of  Chichen  Pox,  and  I suppose  no  one 
will  contend  that  these  diseases  are  associated  with  defective 
sanitation. 

The  fact  that  there  has  been  no  case  of  Typhoid  arising  in 
your  District  since  1904  will  bear  repeating  ; it  is  certainly  an 
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excellent  advertisement  for  the  town,  and  I trust  the  immunity 
will  long  continue. 

The  measures  adopted  to  prevent  dissemination  are  invariably 
taken  on  the  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease,  Pulmonary  Con- 
sumption (Tuberculosis)  being  inclrfded.  (See  page  7,  1909  Report.) 
In  addition  to  these  precautions,  a supply  of  fresh  Antitoxin  is 
provided  and  stored  in  the  District,  so  that  in  the  event  of  a case 
of  Diphtheria,  or  suspected  Diphtheria,  arising,  immediate  access 
is  available  for  the  exhibition  of  this  treatment,  which,  when  used 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  is  acknowledged  to  reduce  the 
severity  of  the  attack  in  a very  marked  manner. 

The  agreement  with  the  authorities  of  the  Exeter  Sanatorium 
to  admit  patients  to  that  Institution  for  a weekly  sum  of  25/-  works 
well.  Moreover,  if  the  disbursement  in  the  future  is  as  small  as 
in  the  past,  the  beneht  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  District 
is  very  cheaply  obtained. 

Milk  Supply. — As  many  of  the  infectious  diseases  are  spread 
through  the  medium  of  milk,  a watchful  eye  has  been  kept  on  all 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops,  and  on  the  utensils  used  in  the 
storage  and  distribution  of  the  commodity.  Much  still  remains 
to  be  done  ; for  I fear  that  during  the  milking  process,  the  clean- 
liness of  the  teats  and  udder  of  the  cow,  and  the  clothes  and  hands 
of  the  milker,  is  not  so  apparent  as  it  might  be.  Still,  improvement 
in  this  direction  though  rather  slow,  is  distinctly  discernible. 

V.  CONDITION  OF  .HOUSES  IN  THE 
DISTRICT. 

A new  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  has  rendered 
an  inspection  of  the  houses  in  the  District  compulsory,  and  where 
certain  specified  defects  are  found  you  have  power  to  compel 
their  removal,  or  even  to  order  the  closing  of  the  house,  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  This  is  a very  far-reaching  Order,  and  it 
is  easy  to  see  that  in  some  cases  hardship  to  small  owners,  and 
also  to  needy  occupiers,  may  well  occur.  On  the  other  hand, 
where  demolition  of  property  seems  the  only  cure  for  insanitary 
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surroundings,  power  is  given  to  the  Local  Authority  to 
borrow  money  at  a low  rate  of  interest,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding houses  at  a low  rental.  Thus  the  problem  of  what  to  do 
with  the  persons  displaced  from  the  condemned  houses  is  partially 
solved. 

The  need  for  low-priced  dwellings,  suitable  to  persons  of 
restricted  means,  is  abundantly  evident  in  your  District.  It 
appears  to  be  impossible  for  builders  to  erect  dwellings  of  such  a 
character  in  conformity  with  the  Bye-Laws  which  will  return 
them  a fair  rate  of  interest  on  their  outlay,  and  it  will  be  a question 
for  you  to  determine  what  shall  be  done  in  the  matter.  The 
Surveyor  and  I have  already  inspected  some  houses  in  the  District, 
and  our  opinions  and  recommendations  have  been  set  forth  in 
Special  Reports  made  to  you  at  the  time.  During  the  coming 
year  it  will  be  our  duty  to  make  further  inspections,  with  a view 
to  eradicating  unwholesome  and  insanitary  dwellings,  if  such 
'should  be  found. 

VI.  SEWERAGE  AND  SCAVENGING. 

The  question  of  the  best  method  of  disposing  of  the  town’s 
sewage  was  before  you  during  the  year,  and  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board’s  Inspector  held  a public  enquiry  into  the  matter 
last  November. 

Briefly,  the  new  scheme  provides  for  the  discharge  of  the 
town’s  sewage  through  a sewer  running  along  the  sea  front  and 
under  the  River  Otter  into  a reservoir,  from  which  it  will  flow  at 
certain  periods  into  the  sea.  The  outfall  being  situated  on  the 
far  side  of  the  rocks,  there  will  be  no  reflux  of  sewage  on  to  the 
foreshore.  In  addition,  by  this  scheme  the  Granary  and  Stone- 
borough  will  be  efficiently  drained,  and  this  will  overcome  a difficulty 
which  has'^been  before  you  for  a long  time. 

The  scheme  was  gone  into  very  thoroughly  by  one  of  the 
Engineers  at  the  public  enquiry. 

The  result  of  the  enquiry  is  not  yet  known,  but  there  can  be 
no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  project  will  effectually  remove  what

is  at  present  a nuisance,  and  will  at  the  same  time  drain  two  portions 
of  the  District  which  have  no  proper  system  of  sewage  disposal. 
x\pplication  has  been  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
sanction  to  a loan  of  £10,000  for  this  work. 

Miscellaneous. — The  sewer  behind  High  Street  was  opened 
and  found  to  be  defective  ; the  faults  have  been  remedied. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  open  up  the  sewer  from  the  School 
in  order  to  remove  an  obstruction. 

The  Water  Carriage  System  is  in  operation  in  the  greater 
part  of  the  District,  but  there  are  a few  earth  closets.  House 
refuse  is  removed  by  public  scavenger  twice  weekly  in  the  town 
and  once  weekly  in  the  outlying  parts,  excepting  in  the  summer, 
when  there  is  a bi-weekly  collection  in  the  latter  parts.  It  would 
be  an  advantage  if  the  Council  could  provide  proper  covered 
receptacles,  at  nominal  cost,  for  the  house  refuse,  as  in  many  cases 
old  tins  and  wooden  boxes  are  requisitioned  for  the  purpose.  These 
are  unsanitary  in  every  way,  and  act  as  an  attraction  for  flies 
and  rats,  which  have  been  proved  to  be  capable  of  spreading  disease. 

VII.  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 

There  are  no  Factories  in  the  District,  and  only  a few  Work- 
shops and  Workplaces.  Premises  which  come  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act  have  been  inspected,  and  no  faults  have  been  found. 

In  conclusion,  I think  it  will  be  acknowledged  that  the  year 
1910  was  a very  healthy  one  in  your  District.  The  death-rate 
was  extremely  low,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  the 
Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  or  those  comprised  under  the  term 
Zymotic. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  your  Surveyor  for  the  help  he  has 
given  me  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report,  and  for  his  ready 
assistance  when  it  was  required  in  making  inspections,  &c.  And 
our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  other  servants  of  the  Council  who 
have  performed  their  duties  so  satisfactorily.
